1* Curing the month of October the Cartography Division accepted 
requests for 147 maps and charts, 139 for CIA and 8 for the Department 
of States Of the Agency requests 68 were by ORR, 7 by GSI, 25 as CIA 
contributions to SIS, 6 by OKS, 19 by OCX, 4 by PIC, 8 by BD/P , and 1 
by D»/s, 

2« During the month the Division completed 147 maps and charts, 

14-1 for the Agency and 6 for the Department of State. Cancellations 
during the month totaled 12. 

3* The SIS Map Coordinator received 4-3 Job requests during the 
month, 23 JJIS maps for final printing, 5 JiXS maps for color proofing 
and 15 maps from B/G.L for re-running. A total of 50 Jobs were sent by 
the Coordinator to reproduction during the month, 20 final 1X8 maps, 

5 color proofs and 25 re-runs. Receipts from reproduction totaled 
68 maps, 21 finals, 14 color proofs and 33 reruns, leaving a backlog in 
the unit of 53 requests, 20 final imps, and 33 for re-running.
